few disillusioned individuals on tba inside who have long awaited 
U. S. action may now be convinced that it ia not coming and 
finally leave a regime they cannot tolerate. 

5 . The effect on the exiles and their activities will ba 
varied. Basically, their motives are, first, hopefully to 
embroil the U. 3 . A. on their side, secondly, to establish their 
Q'jm. T5er3onal reputation and cnu3 assure a sig n m e ant position 
in the future government, and thirdly, aa honest desire to 
remove Castro and his government. The order will cause 
tha non-activist type Cuban exile wherever he ia to conclude 
that tha U. S. is unwilling to permit "freerdanciag” Cuban 
exile# to fores or create U. S. policy in the Cariboaan by tneir 
actions. Coupled v/ith this thought will go tne conviction tnat 
the U. S.' is convinced that these raids cannot bring Caatro down 
and short of a full, scale military invasion, Castro is presently 
invulnerable. This leads him unhappily to the conclusion that 
the U. S. has r.o immediate, dramatic plan for the restoration 
of democracy to Cuba. They will use the nar&torm ''co-

be done. Some will at long last pacic faeir bags and may leave 
Miami for various destinations in the U. 3 . and I.atin America, 
or in just a few cases they may ask to go home. 

6 . The “activist” Cuban exiles will probably not be 
deterred by the order. They may even profit by the decree. 

It will now be a greater honor to engage in operations against 
Fidel. The double jeopardy arising from the threat of detention 
by U. S. agents and the chance for martyrdom at the hands of 
Fidel will be cm oven greater challenge. Actually the supply of 
recruits for such hit and run raid3 may run shallow but not dry. 
Another advantage arising irom tne 3cru±my of L. o. agents will, 
be the improvement in control and cetter ciannestias security 
practices on the part of the exiles, nut as tne ,\J, ti, restricts 
and apprehends these men, confiscating goods and funds, the 
loci of power will have a tendency to move oacx vO iu3 traditional 
center: tha exiled-monied interests such,as the £o3ches, Fries, 
Batistas. It must be recognised that the clamp down will deter
